REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

for allowance of claim 1 4 is, inter alia, the inclusion of the limitations of 

"wherein each of the plurality of connection fittings (12a-12f) is disposed laterally offset 
relative to the corresponding injection valve, and wherein an absolute magnitude of the 
offset is the same for each of the injection valves; wherein the plurality of high- pressure 
connection lines (13a-13f) have two different shapes, and each high-pressure 
connection line has one of the two different shapes" that the prior art of record neither 
taught nor suggested.
